Validity of Gift 
Upheld in Court 


CALGARY, March 4—(CP)—A 
majority decision of three judges 
to two was handed down Wednes- 
day by the appellate division of 
the supreme court upholding the 
| validity of a $5,000 gift left in trust

| Calgary. 

Before he was killed in a motor 
accident in 1946 Mr. Costello left

And Nothing Can Be Done About It 


Alberta Industry First | 


If the contemplated piping of Alberta’s 
natural gas to points outside of Alberta 
$s a phase, as reported, in a program for 
developing Alberta’s natural resources, it 
appears that those natural resources are 
going to be developed at the expense of 
Alberta’s industries. 

It is obvious that the development of 
oil resources and the by-products of oil 
deposits are prodigiously important to this 
province. For this reason, the projected 
federal bill to encourage the discovery of 
new oil pools, the extraction of oil from 
MeMurray tar sands and the building of 
oil plants to extract gasoline from Alberta 


eoal are all of huge significance. 
But governmental solicitude for the in- 


dustrial and economic welfare of Alberta 


would be very poorly expressed in any 
measure that would utilize Alberta's nat- 
ural resources to build up industries in 
provinces or states which are in industrial 
competition with Alberta. 

In areas where waterpowers are not 
freely available for hydro-electric develop- 
ment, natural gas is a tremendously vital 
factor in producing cheap power for in- 
dustry. 

Alberta’s natural gas, then, should be 
employed first to develop industry in Al- 
berta. And exportation should not be per- 
mitted until Alberta’s industrial require- 
ments ae fully met. 

Why should Winnipeg financiers have 
first call on one of Alberta's most valu- 
able assets for purposes of industrial ex- 
pansion in Manitoba or anywhere else? 


Flying Medical Service 


Both the provincial and federal govern- 
ments were offered a suggestion of high 
practical value in the address of Dr. Mary 
Johnson MBE, who told the Women’s Ca- 
nadian Club of Edmonton something about 
the value of the medical flying service now 
operating in Australia, 

The establishment of air ambulances 
for the regular use of civilians and a nurs- 
ing and medical service by airplane would 
add immeasurable inducements for the set- 
tlement of Canada’s North. 

Dr. Johnson told graphically of her ex- 
periences as a country doctor in Northern 
Alberta where, she said, many lives could 
be saved by a flying medical service. Great 
distances, bad roads and severe weather, 
she said, all contribute to the impossibility 
of getting patients to hospital. 

Her suggestion for the establishment 
of such a service has a large humanitari- 
an value. No sum is too large to spend if 
only a single life is in jeopardy. But hund- 
reds of lives are in jeopardy because of the 
unavailability of medical service in remote 
points. 

The proposal, however, has an addi- 


tional economic value. 

Nothing militates so strongly against 
the establishment of homes in the north 
country as the unwillingness of potential 
settlers to take their wives and families 
into districts where they cannot be assured 
of adequate medical attention, 

No man with family feeling is complete- 
ly satisfied with a situation where the life 
of his wife may depend upon some hap- 
hazard “mercy flight.” 

With two-way radio telephones and a 
regularly organized medical service by 
air, every settler in even the furthest point 
could be assured of some measure of health 
safety. 

The development of such a service in 
this province need not await federal gov- 
ernment action, Alberta, in this regard, 
has a problem peculiarly her own. 

The government of this province would 
take a forward step if the present session 
of the legislature were asked to consider 
the formation of a flying medical service, 
not only as a humanitarian measure, but 
as a contributing factor # the settlement 
of the North. 


Can the Man Cure Cancer? 


The pilgrimage of Canadian cancer vic- 
tims to Australia to receive the ministra- 
tions of John Braund, a layman who claims 
to have been curing cancer for 50 years, is 
beginning to reach such proportions that 
the Canadian department of health should 
make some statement about the authenti- 
sity of his claims. 

Either Braund can cure cancer or he 
¢an not cure cancer. He is a genius or he 
is a charlatan. He has made a tremendous 
discovery or he is a self-deluded old man. 

It should not be difficult for competent 
experts to examine the evidence and re- 
turn satisfactory answers to these alter- 
natives, If necessary, Canada’s high com- 
missioner in Australia could be asked to 
investigate the alleged Braund cure and to

Editor, Bulletin—In the course 
of a thoughtful feature article on 
The Bulletin’s editorial page— 
“Wheat Negotiations” by Max 
Freedman—includes the follow- 
ing paragraph: “According to the 
supporters of the agreement” (i.e. 
the Anglo-Canadian wheat con- 
tract) “the price for the last year 
was left open for two reasons. 
It is difficult, if not impossible to 
foresee what the trend of world 
prices may be in the crop year 
1949-50. Fixing a definite price 
now might prove costly either to 
Canada or to the United King- 
dom.” (Edmonton Bulletin Nov. 
5, 1947). 

I have no fault to find with the 
above proviso, at the same time 
that the “Agreement” principle 
looks like a step in the direction 
of peace and plenty to these 
urban eyes. Obviously, before 
“the-trend of world prices” can 
be visualized a couple of years 
ahead, it would imply a fore- 
knowledge of the world’s wheat 
crops and of the weather in the 
world’s fields?

Unfinished Story 
Of War Neurosis 


Gordon McKeen, an old army 
pal of mine, now with Imperial 
Oil, has been visiting our town 
and, in the course of our remin- 
iscences, he added the final chap- 
ter to an unfinished story of the 
war and the weird things it did 
to men, 


* * & 
This story concerns a young 
Canadian chartered accountant 


who will go here by,the name 
Mike Jackson. It also concerns 
the war-sickness that was called 
“shell shock” in the First and 
“battle fatigue” in the Second. 

In many cases these neuroses 
lingered like a hangover long 
after the last shot was fired. I 
have a friend who still can’t walk 
a city street without uncon- 
sciously sizing up doorways and 
gutters and posts where he 
might find cover if a Schmeisser 
were to open up. 

Mike Jackson’s quirk was a 
far more complicated affair, born 
in the air and not in the mud. 

It began on a black night of 
November, 1944, in a Lancaster 
bomber over Emden, Germany. 
Mike was an RCAF navigator 
with 24 missions completed, The 
twenty-fifth was the last. The 
aircraft was hit by flak a mo- 
ment after dropping its bombs. 
Two engines were afire and a 
third faltering when the crew 
began baling out. 

“Bennett and I were the last 
to go,” Mike recalled when he 
told me the story one night in a 
Brussels bar in the winter of 
‘45. “Bennett was our pilot, An 
English kid and one of the best. 
One of those blue-eyed, blond- 
haired kids who look about 16 
until you see how old their eyes 
are 

“We crouched there with the 
kite rocking crazily about, and 
I shouted at him to jump, He 
looked over at me and made a 
kind of polite little bow and said, 


‘After you, old boy!’ I went 
through the hatch.” 
Mike paused a moment and 


took a long, slow sip of his cog- 
nac. “Bennett never got out,” 
he said. “Nobody ever saw him 
again.” 


The Reminder 


As I say, I heard that first 
chapter of the story in Brussels. 
Mike Jackson then was on his 
way to London. He’d fractured 
both legs landing on the jump 
and he'd had a nightmare time 
getting to the Allied lines, They'd 
given him a job in Lincoln's Inn 
Fields, the RCAF headquarters 
in London. 

It was five or six months later 
when I got back to London my- 
self and looked up Mike. It was 
a shock to see him. He was a 
mass of nerves. He looked ter- 
rible. They were sending him 
home, back to Canada, he said. 
We went into a pub and he told 
me what had happened. 


“With my accounting expert 
ence I.fitted in okay,” he naid 
when we'd got a couple of light 
ales, “I was fine until I began 
riding in the headquarters’ ele 
vator.” 

“Some of these English lifts are 
pretty bad,” I said. I was won- 
dering to myself if he was that 
bad. 

“It wasn’t that,” Mike inter 
rupted. “It was those RAF offi- 
cers. You know how Englishmen 
are. So damned polite. Every 
time we'd get to the ground floor 
it was always ‘After you, after 
you, old boy.” 

“I've noticed it,” I said. “T've 
always wondered how English 
twins ever get born.” 

Mike Jackson let the joke ge 
by. 

“I suppose Bennett's death had 
bothered me more than I knew,” 
he said. “Every time I heard 
that phrase ... that same phrase 
Bennett had used... it was like 
getting stabbed.” 

* Suddenly I was remembering 
what he had told me in Brussels 
and the full depth of Mike Jack- 
son’s phobia was apparent. He 
was still living with a memory 
that would give him no peace. 


And Solution 

“For awhile I tried walking 
down, but with my crocked-up 
legs, it was too tough,” Mike 
went on. “And, anyway, I felt 
like a fool, But there was no 
shaking it. 

“Then I tried to get around it. 
I would barge right out of the 
elevator when the doors opened. 
If I was in the back I'd bend 
down and pretend to be fixing a 
shoe lace.” 

He gave a humorless 
chuckle and shrugged. 

“Finally, I realized the thing 
was really just a danger signal, 
that my nerves were in a lousy 
Shape. I told the whole story 
one day to one of our psychia- 
trists. Now I'm on my way out.” 

We had a few more ales and 
parted and when I next heard 
from Mike Jackson he was back 
in Montreal and a civilian—“a 
blue serge suit,” he called him- 
Self in his letter. Over the next 
few months he wrote occasionally, 
always with some note about not 
having found “the right place to 
work.”

He would then be free to 
attack Russia in full strength and 
wipe them out in three weeks.

Throne Speech |

Throne Speech debate in Al- 
berta's legislature ended just after | 
five o'clock Wednesday afternoon 
as Mr. Speaker Dawson called for 
the votes fh favor of the “reply.”

The healthy, sleek appearance of 
prize dogs is partly due to groom- 


ing, daily use of comb and brush, |

OTTAWA, March 4.—(CP)—E. D. Fulton (PC—Kam- 
ioops) yesterday urged the government to make a “frank, | 
courageous” statement on Canada’s foreign policy in the 
light of events which have taken place in Europe. 
Continuing the Throne Speech de-+ — . ne 


bate which is expected to conclude 
today in the Commons, the 31-year- 
old lawyer said current events in 
Europe seemed to parallel what 
took place between 1935 and 1939. 

Canada appeared to have accept- 
ed what was going on in Europe. 
Other countries had issued strong 
statement leaving no doubt as to 
where they stood and what ty 
thought. But the Canadian govern- 
ment had not. 

Mr. Fulton referred to the resig- 
nation of Dr. Frantisek Nemec, 
Czechoslovakian minister to Can- 
ada, and said he was sure it was a 
“proper and courageous gesture.” 
He believed the Canadian people 
would appreciate a courageous re- 
sponse in the way of a frank state- 
ment of Canada’s foreign policy. 

He regretted that Canada had 
withdrawn her occupation troops 
from Germany where they would 
have had a window pane through 
which to look at European de- 
velopments, 

Mr. Fulton said one of the rea- 
sons for the Second World War was 
the unwillingness of countries to 
state their stand on events which 
occurred during 1935 and 1939. 


NEED MORE HIGHWAYS 

He said he thought there should 
be more than one Trans-Canada 
highway. Canada should have a 
trans-continental artery as a de- 
fence measure. Such a highway 
also would assist the tourist indus- 
try and the free movement of 
people from one province to the 
other. 

He called for extension of the 
Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Act to 
British Columbia and said it would 
open the way for greater develop- 
ment of irrigation and the develop- 
ment of water power.

Prairies Moving 
To Save Forests 


Canada’s prairie provinces are 
moving faster than any other sec- 
tion of the Dominion to conserve 
forest resources, Robson Black 
Canadian Forestry Association 
president, told Rotary Club Thurs- 
day. 

Mr. Black lauded the newly 
created East Slope Conservation 
Board which was entrusted with the 
rebuilding of the watershed areas 
through modern systems of forest 
fire control and engineering man- 
agement. Rapid and spectacular 
results, however, could not be ex- 
pected, Mr, Black said, in view of 
the enormous fire damage of 30,000 
acres annually, 

One of the most sensible steps 
in western history, Mr, Black said, 
ig Alberta's prohibition of farm 
settlement on wooded land where 
no farmer can “earn his galt.” 

Unbridled exploitation of Al- 
berta’s forest areas, according to 
Mr. Black, has reduced them by 75 
per cent in less than 40 years, With 
a forest resource as large in acre- 
age as Sweden which supports a 
population of seven million, Mr. 
Black said it is not improbable 
that Alberta’s population would be 
from a quarter to a half-million 
greater if each acre of woodland 
had been operated on a_ self- 
sustaining basis.

age of carrots, the Prices Board today announced relaxation 
of the import ban against them and simultaneously set price 
ceilings on domestic and imported carrots at 10 cents a pound, 


effective March 5. 

Imports, confined to carrots with- 
out tops, will be allowed in under 
temporary general permit after 
March 15, the statement said, The 
dual move will lower prices on do- 
mestic stocks and contro] the im- 
ported product. 

Decision to relax the import ban 
follows the policy announced by 
Finance Minister Abbott last Nov- 
ember that “supplies of basic food- 
stuffs will be augumented if short- 
ages occur.” 

For purposes of pricing at whole- 
sale and retail, two zones are estab- 
lished, Zone No, 1 is comprised of 
the southern and central areas of

Smoky City’s Problem: 
Cleanliness Too Costly 


PITTSBURGH, March 4—(AP) 
—This industrial city has hit 
some clinkers in its anti-smoke 
fight. Many housewives are burn- 
ed up over the anti-smoke law 
The embattled keepers of the 


household purses express little 
sympathy with the city fathers’ 
claim that tests show the tradi 


tional “smoky City” is about 15 
per cent cleaner than it was 10 
years ago 

But they've generated planty of 


heat in several visits to council 
chambers to protest the scarcity 
of approved smokeless fuels, the 
cost and the way these fuels burn 

or rather, do not burn 

More than 100 women crowded 
into city council chambers on two 
occasions to demand a public 
hearing on their complaints. At 
a third meeting, the smal zed 


council chambers were filled with 


another 100 housewives—a capa- 
city crowd. The overflow stood in 
the corridors 

One matronly visitor flapped a 


pair of soiled curtains as her 
“proof” that the city wasn't any 
cleaner “even if fuel costs more 


and is harder to get.” 

They complained of having to 
pay as much as $18 a ton for ap- 
proved fuel and said a black mar- 


ket—and coal bootleggers—have 
sprung up in sales of ordinary 
soft coal which burns more smok- 
ily in ordinary furnace than the 
law permits. The women aren't 
igainst the idea of smoke control 
but they want cleanliness cheaper 

City-wide smoke control re- 
cently emerged the victor in a 
fight to put the plan on the shelf 
But recent frigid temperatures 
pointed up arguments over exist- 
ence of shortages of smokeless 


coal and of furnaces which burn 


ordinary coal without smoke. 

Coal dealers describe the fuel 
shortage as the worst in 40 years, 
while heads of the city’s smoke 
prevention bureau contend no 
critical shortage exists and say 
supplies will increase steadily.
